Warren Takes 
Oath As 14th 
Chief Justice 


Brief Ceremony 
Marks Opening Of 
Court's New Term 


WASHINGTON UPI— Earl Warren 
became the 14th chief justice of 
the United States today in a brief 
ceremony opening the Supreme 
Court’s new term. 
The Republican former governor 
of California, chosen by President 
Eisenhower to succeed the late 
Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson, don­ 
ned the traditional black silk robe 
and stepped up to the high ma­ 
hogany bench with his eight as­ 
sociate jurists at noon. 
Warren’s resignation as Califor­ 
nia’s chief executive took effect at 
midnight last night. 
He and Mrs. Warren flew here 
by commercial airliner, their de­ 
parture from San Francisco de­ 
layed for 33 minutes by the crowd 
of well wishers who turned out. On 
hand to greet them here last night 
were two fellow Californians, Vice 
President Nixon and Sen. Knowl- 
and, the GOP Senate leader, as 
well as Atty. Gen. Brownell. The 
approximately 75 spectators did 
not include any of the Supreme 
Court justices. 
Warren thanked those who had 
come out and, in response to a re­ 
porter’s question, 
said 
he was 
glad to get away from active poli­ 
tics. He has been in public life for 
34 years, but never before has 
served as a judge. 
This was the procedure for his in­ 
duction mto the nation’s highest 
judicial position: 
A few minutes before stepping 
to the bench, Warren t o o k the 
oath pledging that he will support 
and defend the Constitution. Jus­ 
tice Black administered it in a pri­ 
vate conference room behind the 
bench. 
After this, the justices marched 
to the court room, Warren going to 
the clerk’s desk at the left end of 
the bench, as seen from the court 
chamber. There, Supreme Court 
Clerk Harold B. Willey administer­ 
ed the judicial oath.

the American people are worried 
about the state of national defense 
and stand ready to continue pay­ 
ing high taxes to build it up. 
"If the Republicans think they 
must cut taxes in order to please 
the people, they are mistaken,” 
said Jackson, a former member 
of the Senate-House Atomic Ener­ 
gy Committee. 
His statement, in an interview, 
was in harmony with an assertion 
by Rep. W. Sterling Cole (R-NY), 
now chairman of the committee, 
that he is "ready to surrender” 
the principle of a balanced budget. 
Cole was asked on an NBC tele­ 
vision interview yesterday if the 
American people would favor try­ 
ing to balance the budget if they 
knew the truth about Russian atom­ 
ic development. 
"No, indeed, they would not,*’ he 
replied. 
Russia’s atomic progress—partic­ 
ularly the Soviet claim of mastery 
over

bomb—ran through the statements 
of Cole and Jackson, as well as 
other Washington officials, over the 
weekend.

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Two Billion Dollars’ Worth 
It would be no surprise in a public opinion 
poll to learn that as many as 9 out of IO Ameri­ 
cans cannot come within a thousand miles of 
locating Indochina on a m ap of Asia and have 
no more knowledge about it than a pig has 
about Christmas. 
But for the 9 out of IO who haven’t kept 
abreast of the rate and state of turmoil in Indo­ 
china it would come as a great surprise to 
realize they now have sunk two billion dollars’ 
worth of their taxes in a place they know no­ 
thing about. This is foreign aid with a venge­ 
ance. 
The two-billion m ark was reached a few days 
ago when the United States and France an­ 
nounced heir latest plan to finish a joint anti­ 
com m unist crusade in Indochina, where France 
has been supporting an expeditionary f o r c e 
since 1945. The plan calls for further U. S. aid 
up to a total of 385 million dollars. Together 
with aid previously extended, this will m ake a 
total of two billion. 
It will not necessarily be a final total either. 
Having committed itself to bring about the in­ 
dependence of Indochina, 
whose component 
parts took advantage of French weakness dur­ 
ing World W ar II to declare their independence 
of France, the United States cannot back out. 
Its com m itm ent in Indochina, entered into 
without any declaration and pursued without 
any publicity, already is one of the costliest 
moves ever m ade in international relations— 
and all of it without even the knowledge of 
m ost of the American people. 


Behind The News

Highest Post In Government 
After congratulations have been delivered to 
California Gov. W arren for his appointment as 
chief justice of the United States, m any citizens 
spared a few minutes to think about this key 
office. 
It should be reviewed from tim e to tim e 
in order to understand how government works 
in a republic. 
The chief justice is the second-highest official 
of the federal government—more im portant than 
the vice president. He directs the momentous 
deliberations by which the Supreme Court dis­ 
poses of doubts and tensions arising in a gov­ 
ernm ent of law. Unless this is done in an order­ 
ly m anner, the republic falters. 
It Is desirable that the holder of the office 
be a competent jurist. But his highest quali­ 
fication is a sound judicial adm inistrator. It is 
his job to define the constitutional Issues which 
come before the Supreme Court and to keep 
the Judicial branch of the federal government 
from bogging down In deadlocks. 
The late Sen. Taft of Ohio would have been 
offered the appointment given to Gov. W arren, 
had he been alive. This is an indication of the 
im portance of the office. 
There is no m ore vital post in government. 
To b i chief justice of the United States is, in 
some respects, even higher office than the presi­ 
dency, which is the highest prize in politics. 
The chief justiceship is the highest post in gov­ 
ernm ent, itself. 


What Is An Educated Man? 
Yale University is in the m idst of an inquiry 
which m ay cause more excitement than col­ 
legiate football this year. 
A Yale faculty committee has been digging 
into a subject being explored by every insti­ 
tution of learning which takes itself seriously: 
What constitutes an educated 
man. 
It 
has 
proposed some radical changes in Yale’* cur­ 
riculum in the pursuit of an answer to that 
question. 
While the changes themselves are interesting, 
it is their aim which is significant. It is shared 
by every other Institution searching for pet- 
tem s of education which will satisfy educators 
with a higher purpose than to preside over trade 
schools and diploma mills. 
Their common aim is to equip students with 
enough m aterial in all the areas of Intellectual 
concern to build sound points of view. The best 
colleges and universities are developing an 
aversion to academic imposters who claim to 
be educated because they have satisfied some 
arbitrary requirem ent in a single field of con­ 
tem porary interest which m ay have 
nothing 
whatever to do with academic education. 
What is going to happen as a result of all 
Inquiries of this kind is clear. The value of ad­ 
vanced education is going to be rated accord­ 
ing to the value of the schools which provide it. 
College degrees will become meaningless unless 
bestowed by institutions with high standards.

There have been words, but 
no actions. There has been prop­ 
aganda, but no implementation. 


THE KOREAN truce gives t h e 
impression of being a tremendous 
Russian step toward peace, b u t 
the methods employed by the Chi­ 
nese and Korean Communists, un­ 
der 
Russian direction, 
are the 
sam e old game of procrastination, 
delay and postponement. 
The Russians know that t h e 
United States is obligated to open 
the political conference by Oct. 28, 
but Vishinsky continues to 
t r y 
every trick in his bag to confuse 
the situation, to raise false issues, 
to arouse the hopes of small na­ 
tions to play big parts, realizing 
that the United States cannot and 
will not agree to any changes in 
the procedural 
arrangem ent al­ 
ready voted in the General Assem­ 
bly of the United Nations. Every­ 
thing is* done to delay. 
The war in Indochina continues, 
and the Russians conduct an agita­ 
tion in France that it is the United 
States which insists that the war 
there continue. 
They are advertising it as an 
American war against an Asiatic 
people. Yet, it was the Kremlin 
that ordered 
that 
w ar 
against 
France. One would imagine, from 
the Russian statem ents concerning 
the Indochinese war, that t h a t 
country had not been a French col­ 
onial area since 1862 and continues 
to be to this day. 
The confusions raised by these 
Russian agitations m ay be brilli­ 
ant psychological warfare, 
b u t 
they are not indicative of a n y 
change of Russian policy or tactics 
since the death of Stalin, or for 
that m atter since the death of Len­ 
in in 1924. 


THE FACT is that Soviet Russia 
is following a continuous perm a­ 
nent policy of world conquest which

is essential in the M arxilt concept 
of One World—a world that is na­ 
tionless, raceless, classless, 
cen­ 
tering in the Kremlin and govern­ 
ed by a M arxist elite. 
There can be no question that at 
long last those in control of the 
American foreign policy, President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, have grasped 
the essential nature of the M arx­ 
ist goal and they understand that 
a step back, for a moment, even 
for a good reason, is a rest only 
to gather strength to make two 
steps forward, if possible. 
Lenin m ade the retreat a tactical 
method in the strategy of world 
conquest. It was for this reason 
that John Foster Dulles abandon­ 
ed the “Containment Policy’’ as in­ 
adequate and im practical. It is 
impossible to contain a country de­ 
term ined upon a universal empire, 
short of war. 
Net, nothing stands still. T h e 
abandonment of a policy, long held 
and implemented, by a series of 
actions, 
even 
involving 
limited 
wars, m ust be replaced by some 
other policy because the challenge 
of events requires imm ediate re­ 
sponses. 
And such challenges are accel­ 
erated by the very existence of the 
United Nations, which a f f o r d s 
m em ber and now even non-mem­ 
ber states a forum to state their 
cases and to attack, if they choose, 
their opponents and their betters. 


THE EISENHOWER adm inistra­ 
tion is meeting these 
numerous 
challenges by taking a position 
that is more positive, more nation­ 
alistic, more coherent in the phil­ 
osophic sense than this 
country 
has witnessed in two decades. 
This 
attitude 
has encountered 
considerable opposition in Europe, 
as witness Clement Attlee’s anti- 
American speech in the course of 
which he tried to convey the im­ 
pression that the United States 
was the international trouble-mak­ 
er. 
Yet, actually those nations with 
whom we have to do business are 
better off in their relations with 
the United States because t h e y 
have a clearer idea of what Amer­ 
ican purposes and policies are. 
The role of Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr. in the United Nations is a case 
in point. He speaks up, and al­ 
though some of his European col­ 
leagues have ridiculed him for his 
lack of diplomacy, actually Lodge 
has presented his country as tough- 
minded, conciliatory but not com­ 
promising, clear as to intentions 
but willing to help the cause of 
peace. 
He represents a stronger posi­ 
tion than his American predeces­ 
sors in the United Nations.

The surplus w’ill accrue from the 
discussion they have sparked with 
their difference of opinion about 
what is high class and what is vul­ 
gar. Mr. Bing regards the popu­ 
lar music Miss Traubel intends to 
sing as trash, which much of it is. 
But he regards the kind of music 
they sing at the Metropolitan as 
pure art. Much of it is. T hat’s 
why ifs still being sung. 
The question is how did it get to 
be classical. The answer has to 
be that it got that way by being 
used and appreciated over t h e 
years. It was not classical when it 
was first written by its composers 
or when it was first sung; that is a 
status bestowed by tim e, not by 
decree. 
Some of the music now being 
WTitten by composers, or which 
has been written in fairly recent 
times, will be classical eventually. 
That will happen when tastes have 
changed and popular music has 
gone on to being something else, 
leaving the way open for the pop­ 
ular music of yesterday to become 
classical because people refused to 
forget it. 
The m usical comedies of the 
20th century will be eligible to be­ 
come the “operas” of the 21st cen­ 
tury, just as the operas of today 
were the m eat and potatoes of 
show 
business 
a few 
genera­ 
tions ago. 
t 
And 
if 
that 
prediction 
isn’t 
enough to infuriate belitters of 
everything modern and boosters of 
everything ancient, some of the 
popular ballads of today will be 
show pieces sung in generations to 
come by concert artists pursuing 
a livelihood. 
This endless moving from t h e 
present into the future produces 
classicism in every field. Music 
is only one of them. Classics are 
m ade by the judgment of the 
many, not by the skill of the few 
who do the creating. 1 
Music, 
writing, 
architecture, 
sculpture, painting and ideas not 
fit for dogs when they were tried 
out on the dogs by their creators 


hung around until they becam e 
classics. Instead of being discard­ 
ed with the trash, they were saved 
and passed along from one genera­ 
tion to the next. 
That’s where opera came from— 
grand opera. T hat’s where great 
books came from, great paintings, 
great sculptures and great ideas. 
They were too memorable to be 
forgotten. 
Mr. Bing is justified in wanting 
to keep his precious opera pure 
and undefiled by vulgarity; th at’s 
what he is paid to do. But Miss 
Traubel is equally justified in ac­ 
cusing Mr. Bing of snooting m u­ 
sic that m ay attain the status of 
classical music sometime and is 
mighty tuneful at the outset of the 
aging process. 
Some of it will be classical in a 
few more generations, when t h e 
Mr. Bings of the future will still 
be seeming to believe that music is 
not worth listening to unless it al­ 
ready has been listened to for a 
century. Most of it isn’t. But un­ 
less someone sings the new songs 
and someone listens, where will the 
future get its classics?

Warren Measured Against Tradition 


It was 
altogether fitting a n d 
quite characteristic of the man, 
when Gov. E arl W arren was ap­ 
praised of his nomination by the 
President for the office of chief 
justice of the United States, that 
he spoke of humility. 
In that role he will have looking 
over his shoulder the shades of as 
noble and distinguished a company 
as our country has known—Stone, 
Hughes, Taft, White, Fuller, Waite, 
Chase, Taney, and M arshall. 
Their generations of lawyers and 
public men gave them respect and 
precedence. 
There will be no unanimity about 
this appointment among the law­ 
yers and informed public men of 
this generation. 
Of course, there will be those 
who will not weigh the appoint­ 
m ent in term s of ultimates. 
Politically minded 
Republicans 
will recognize and applaud it as 
an adm irable m eans 
of moving 
W arren out of California and of 
paving the way for the victory of 
a united party in that state in 
1954. 
There wras no question of the 
danger presented by a bitter pri­ 
m ary fight between 
an 
avowed 
candidate, Goodwin 
Knight, 
and 
W arren or a W arren man. 
The price of peace has b e e n 
high, but this administration has 
bought peace in an inflated m ar­ 
ket before. 
There is an ironical turn in the 
fact that this appointment, so ut­ 
terly political in nature, s h o u l d 
have been made in the case of a 
m an who has been so nebulous in 
the present disposition of the Court 
his allegiance to the Republican 
party.

"Columbus succeeded in opening 
up a w h o l e new vista for the 
cramped world centered about the

WASHINGTON (JV-Premier Fa- 
zollah Zahedi of Iran says the 
Communists came “very near” 
taking over his country, but that 
now the Red threat is “not at all” 
grave. 
We are determined to keep 
them quiet and avoid any possible s^>or^ n^ goods dealer in London, 
danger,” Zahedi said. “We a r e EngIand- 
trying to break up their organiza­ 
tions . . . . The extent they claimed 
to have infiltrated (the govern­ 
ment) has never been true.

Gallipolis is expected to sub­ 
mit a financing proposal soon and 
Glouster, on Sunday Creek, is ex­ 
pected to have a signed contract 
with engineers soon. 
The Pomeroy p e r m i t expired 
Sept. 19, the Gallipolis permit Sept. 
15, and the Glouster permit Aug. 
12, and all three are regarded as 
being in technical violation of the 
law. However, the board has is­ 
sued no orders. 
Mayor Delmar A. Canaday of 
Pomeroy said recently in a letter 
to the board, “It would be a fi­ 
nancial impossibility for the village 
of Pomeroy to install new sani­ 
tary sewers and also build a sew 
age disposal plant at a tentative 
cost of between % and one million 
dollars . . . this would overburden 
our taxpayers . . .” 
Canaday also suggested the anti­ 
pollution law should be changed to 
exempt small communities. 
Along this line, Dr. Porterfield 
says: 
“Population is not the dividing

He added many smaller commu­ 
nities need expert legal counseling 
on how to go about building and 
financing sewage treatment facili­ 
ties, and added:

Design Provides 
For Speedy Changes 


A well-designed storage wall in 
suburban home or city apartm ent 
can work wonders in livability but 
it isn’t often you run across a plan 
that can be altered to fit almost 
any circum stance. 
T hat’s what Architect G. Hugh 
Tsuruoka of Living for Y o u n g 
Hom emakers has done with a de­ 
sign for a flexible storage wall con­ 
sisting of simple sections that can 
be dropped, added or altered in 
size so they work alm ost anywhere. 
His plan shows a unit with five 
vertical 
plywood 
dividers 
run­ 
ning from floor to ceiling. Inside 
these are four sections enclosing a 
series of shelves and box-iike units 
which hold draw ers, fold-out desk 
and sections with sliding doors. 
These can be arranged and re­ 
arranged in a number of combina­ 
tions. It’s done simply by provid­ 
ing adjustable supports on t h e 
vertical dividers for shelves and 
box units. The simple construction 
and use of inexpensive fir plywood 
adds ixp to a big value in con­ 
venience. 
There is an area in the center 
of the wall that is left open to take 
a standard table or console model 
television set and one of the sec­ 
tions is designed for installation of 
a radio and phonograph so the 
unit also can be called upon to 
serve as a music wall, too. 
Two drop - leaf sections serve as 
living room buffet center or barj 
and as a desk and writing center 
with well - planned sectional areas 
for correspondence, stationery and 
other desk supplies. 
The key to the flexibility of this 
unit is its simple plywood construc­ 
tion. It m eans that you can build 
it any height or any width. Sec­ 
tions can be dropped or added de­ 
pending upon the flat wall sur­ 
face that is available.

THIS FINE OLD mansion was built in 1804 by Gen. William 
Henry Harrison, later to become ninth president of the United 
States, but at this tim e, the governor of the Indiana Territory, 
which appointment he had received from President Thomas Jef­ 
ferson in 1800. The house was probably the first, west of the 
Alleghenies, to be built of burned brick, and was a solid structure, 
with basem ent walls 24 inches in thickness. The wood-work of the 
interior, the sash, doors, mantels and stairs were of black walnut, 
said to have been made in Pittsburgh. These were troublous times, 
with constant fear of attack from hostile Indiana and, in view of this 
contingency, on one side of the large cellar, there was an entrance 
to a tunnel, leading to the Wabash River, 600 feet distant. By this 
tunnel, the governor and his family, if hard pressed, could escape 
to a canoe on the river bank, or could obtain food and water. 
In recent years, the mansion faced destruction, but has been 
saved and restored by the Francis Vigo Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and is open to the public.

Considering his brilliant exploit, 
of only three days ago, when he; 
fanned 14 Yankees hnd beat them 
by 3-2, Erskine looked like a very 
good bet to knot the playoff at 
3-3 and sent it into its binding 
game tomorrow. But Charlie Dres­ 
se r the Brooklyn manager, was 
ready to shoot the works. 
“If he’s needed, Preacher Roe 
will be ready to relieve,” he said 
last night. “I would like to save 
him to start the seventh game, 
but I won’t be saving anybody 
when these games are playing out 
the way they are now. I worked 
him with only three days rest not 
long ago, thinking about this, and 
the Preach looked all right.” 
There was much opinion

the Yanks had more to worry 
about today than the Dodgers had. 
Few who watched Erskine throt­ 
tle the champs two days ago and 
who saw what angry, humiliated 
athletes there were later in the 
dressing room could imagine that 
they would give the handsome 
right-hander 
trouble.

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U.S., Russia 
Seen Moving 
To Stalemate 


Atomic, Diplomatic 
Standoff May Kill 
Hope Of Agreements | 


WASHINGTON W — Some top 
U. S. policy makers believe the 
United States and Russia are ap­ 
proaching an atomic stalemate. 
Some think this may tend to 
stabilize relationships of the big 
powers and so contribute to devel­ 
opment of more peaceful relations, 
however uneasy. 
At the same time, foreign policy 
experts believe a situation ap­ 
proaching a diplomatic stalemate, 
perhaps influenced by the shifting 
military power balance but more 
. likely by other factors, is already 
at hand. 
State Department officials gen­ 
erally believe the Soviets are ac­ 
tively avoiding any real negotia­ 
tions concerning Germany now and 
will do so for many months to 
come. They question whether the 
Reds want to talk seriously about 
the F ar East, although their posi­ 
tion is relatively stronger there. 
The combination of an atomic 
stalemate, if it becomes an ac 
cepted fact in great power policies, 
and a diplomatic standoff might 
very well freeze the present state 
of relationships indefinitely even 
without 
any 
formal 
East-West 
agreements to that effect. 
The essence of the atomic bal­ 
ance is simple. With its reported 
mastery of a hydrogen explosion 
and its established atomic prog­ 
ress, Russia is close to the point 
of achieving a kind of balance with 
the United States. 
Most estimates 
are that the 
United States retains a 
sizable 
margin in the number of bombs 
stockpiled. 
But 
the 
destnuctive 
power of the big bombs is so great 
that equality of numbers is not the 
key to their effect on military 
strategy. The key is the number 
required 
to 
do 
a 
devastating 
amount of damage. 
The spreading idea that an atom­ 
ic stalemate is approaching stems 
from the estimate that the United 
States and Russia will soon be able 
to do devastating injury to e a c h 
other. 
The stalemate theory apparently 
is having considerable influence on 
government estimates that war in 
the near future is not likely. This 
is an alternative to the notion that 
when the Reds had atomic wea 
pons in their arsenal the danger 
of war would 
immediately 
in­ 
crease.

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Southern County's 
Forest Fire Threat 
Called Very Great 
Because of the unusually d r y 
summer, the danger of fall forest 
fires in southern Columbiana Coun­ 
ty is “very great,” the S t a t e 
Forestry Division district office at 
Ashland warned today. 
In the fall forest fire season that 
opened officially Thursday and con­ 
tinues through November, permits 
must be obtained from township 
fire wardens for all outside fires 
started in areas outside of incor­ 
porated cities and villages, District 
Forester W. Emerson Houf warn­ 
ed.

There never was a time when! This may be far from a home 
good citizenship has been practic- situation where the child m a y 
ed at school as it is in many a 
modern school today. Yet there is 
not much evidence that this citi­ 
zenship carries over very effec­ 
tively beyond the school. 
The school may be so well or­ 
ganized, especially at the junior 
and senior h i g h school levels, 
that a student can’t do m u c h 
harm there to others, or to prop­ 
erty, without being apprehended 
and having the disapproval of t h e 
school group turned upon him. 
But on his way to and from 
school, in his home community or 
elsewhere later in the day, he may 
think nothing of being a social nui­ 
sance. This contrast may also ap­ 
ply to the child in the elementary 
grades. 


WE ARE not a s s u m i n g , of 
course, that the school should sup- 


choose to play, rather than help 
prepare a meal, may have to be 
looked for all over the neighbor­ 
hood at mealtime, and may rarely 
arrive at a meal on time, properly 
groomed.
